Queen was a left banded man. He 
beld tbe glass In bis right band, and 
as be hesitated over bis words bis left 
went back to bis blp pocket, and out 
came a plstoL We realised In a flash 
what be meant to do. but It came so 
suddenly that do one could put forth a 
band. There was a grim smile on bis 
face as be placed tbe rnuzxle of tbe 
weapon to bis temple, but be did not 
pull tbe trigger.
